Still, as oa 
corroboration of Mr Stewart's views, the 
suggestions brought forward by Dr 
Bitel are of oonsiderable value; and may 
help to show the great desirability of

thoroughly understand the practical appli 
cation of the rules of grammar to tho art of 
speaking and writing correctly. Finally, 
the teaching of such subjects as Geometry, 
Algebra and Qhemiatry seems to mo of 
doubtful-utility as long as the majority of 
the boya leave the Contral School, ufter six 
years of echoolivg, without being able to 
speak Englieh, and as long ad History re. 
mains entirely excluded from the range of 
subjects taught 1a tho school, j 
"As regards the Chinese department of the 
Central School,, there’ is .a division, made 
necvssary by the presence of non-Chinese 
‘boys in the achoo!, betwoon tho ao called 
Anglo-Ohinese and Chinese classes, the. 
former being {intended for boys whose na- 
tive language 16 other than Chinese. Tho 
presence of foreign boys in the Central 
School is, on the whole, more an impedi- 
ment than anadvantage, as those foreign 
boys who speak English idiomattcally are 
too few, and, in the absonce of a recreation 
ground, have too little opportunity to en- 
ablo the other boys to learn much English 
from them converaationally ;, whilst on the 
other hand foreign boys are as a rule not 
amenable to. discipline whet undor ‘the 
tuition of native mastera and necessitate 
special arrangements to teach them the 
Chinese written lunguage, as they cannot 
keep pace with tho Chinese boys, and ro- 
quire tho prosence of an English’ rhastor 
during theao Chinese leasons ao as to main- 
tain discipline. - 

Now as to tho method of teaching the 
Chinese language, adopted in the Central 
School, the defect. 1 noticed in the Eng- 
lish department, viz, of following too 
much the methoda of teaching 'in vogue 
in England ond in Mngliah schools, is 
here even more glaring, ‘I'he experience of 
centuries has taught the Chinese a mothod 
of teaching based on the peculiarities of 
‘the Chinese language. As it is a language 
with tonea, it 1s considered an imperative 
necersity, all.over.the Empire, that boys 
should read und’ xepoat their lessons aloud. 
‘This is prohibited in the Contral School, 
Aa the Chineso written language is devoid 
of an alphabet and consists of 44,000 
different characters, 6,000 to 8,000 of which 
are indispensable for the requirements of 
an educated man, and 06 there are no com- 
plicated inflections taxing the intellect, it is 
an indisputable patent fact’ that an ace 
d|quaintance with the written language .of 
.Ubina depends almost exclusively on the 
cultivation of a good momory. For this 
reason it has been found necessary in every 
school in China to give to technical momus 
ritor exercizes an unusttal amount of time, 
and as boys diffor far more widely in elasti+ 
city of memory than-in range of mental 
comprehension, collective teaching in read- 
ing lessons is considered impractical in 
China, and boys are taught to read Chinese 
individually, going on, each bis own way, 
as fat or o8 slow as his memory will carry. 
him, Whilst therefore fo all tho schools 


finding his own “school materials. The

master, in consequence of which the villa- 
gers preferred to send their children to the 
‘three. other schools in the village, or to 


Stanley, or to Canton to school and to pay 


there for thelr education rather than hav- 
ing thea gratuitously under the chargo of 
a master who did not attend to his duties 
properly,, But although thus tho only 
outside -school in which in former years 
English had ‘been taught was closed, 
there were, o3 I remarked above, three. 
other schools provided with English 
teaching, viz. :—-Wong-naicb’ang, W4.- 
teai avd Sai-ying-p‘tia:. As none of these 
achoola however was carried on since the 
boginning of the year, it is impossible at 
present to say much about them. But I 
feel confident that in Wdn-teai and Sai- 
ying-p‘in it will sooner or later be found 
necessary to enlarge the teaching staff in 
ordor to meet the demand fer Eng ish 
teaching in these localities, All the other 
Government schools, outside the Central 
School, give only vernacular teaching, and 
the amount and quality of instruction they 
provide is no better than that of an ordinary’ 
village s.hool. in the interior of China.. 
Some of these schools are called Aided, 
Echools, becduse the original arrangement 
was ‘that for each of these schoola the 
reapoctive Village community should provide 
one half of the teacher's salary in kind and 
the Government provide the other half in 
money, in ‘reality however the teacher 
levies a rate gn each boy in attendance and: 
has generally great difficulty in obtaining 
even that. In some of these schoola 1} 
discovered. soon after beginning the work of 
inspection, that systematic falsification of 
the daily attendance roll had been practised 
in thoae schools for monthe. These Alded 
Schools require sharp supervision and are 
aftor all comparatively of little use, - It 
would be’ better, in my opinion, if the 
Government would take over these sohoola 
altogether. and place «better teachers in 
them,
